THE SUFFERINGS OF THE BELGIANS 
UNDER IRON HEEL OF GERMANY 


THE BELGIAN DEATH RATE EQUALS AN EPIDEMIC 


Apart From Losses On the Battlefield, the Civilian-Population 
Of Belgium Is Being Gradually Decimated By the Brutal 
Methods Employed By the Huns 


It has escaped general notice that 
the existing death rate in Belgium 
Ig as high as at the time of the most 
terrible epidemics, and greater than 
that on the battlefield. This is due 
to the extremities to which German 
occupation has reduced the country, 

In &@ition, at least one Belgian is 
executed daily by the German author- 
ities, according to a statement just 
issued by the Belgian legation, as 
follows: 

“Not taking into account the loss- 
es on the ficld of battle, Belgium has 
suffered heavily in its civilian popu- 
Jation through the invasion and oc- 


ber of victims to be well over 5,000. 
For the following provinces we have 
approximate estimates: Namur, more 
than 1,800; Luxembourg, about 1,200; 
Liege, more than 1,000; Brabant, 897; 
Hainaut, about 300.” 

Among the deportees the mortality 
resulting from privations, ill 
ment 


treat- 
and underfeeding, exceeds 
largely the normal percentage of 
deaths. Some, too, have met death 
on the battlefield, where 
mans forced 
work, 

“The electrified wire which makes 
the Belgians prisoners in their own 
country, accounts for a great num- 
ber of victims, especially among 
young people who try to escape in 
order to join the army or among 
couriers who try to smuggle news in 
or out of Belgium. In less than a 
Yar between August, 1916, and July, 
917, 160 persons had been electro- 
cuted, Since then the average num- 
ber of victims has increased, owing 
to the strengthening of the guards, 
and the putting up of new wires. 


“The death penalty pronounced by 
the German military courts for 
crimes of patriotism levies a heavy 
toll on the population. It is estimat- 
ed that each day one Belgian at least 
suffers the supreme penalty.

Europe’s Hungry Millions 


Not Enough Food to Go Around, 
Even If Shipping Were 
Available : 


A more detailed account of a re- 
cent speech under the title “Peace 
Without Plenty,” by Sir William 
Goode, K.B.E., Liaason officer of the 
British minister of food with the 
Canada food board, has been receiv- 
ed. Sir William pointed out that the 
tleductions were made by those, in- 
cluding himself, who had access to 
all the necessary secret data bearing 
on food supplics now available, or 
likely to be available, to the allies, 

He said that Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Bulgaria, and Turkey, with 
a population of 130,000,000, are, and 
have been, subsisting on rations so 
attenuated as to rob life of comfort, 
and make continued existence of 
doubtful value. Under. the domina- 
tion of these central powers are an- 
other 45,000,000 Belgians, French, 
Serbs, Italians, Poles, Armenians and 
Rumanians, ‘Twenty-five million peo- 
ple in Switzerland, Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden and Norway are also 
very short of food. Russia, owing 
to internal disintegration, can no 
longer be regarded by friend or ene- 
my as a food exporting country, 

“Leaving Russia out of considera- 
tion, there are therefore about 200 
million people in Europe who are 
getting even less food per day than 
the people of Great Britain are get- 
ting under the existence scheme of 
compulsory rationing.”

Shell Output n Canada 


55 Per Cent. of 18-pound Projectiles 
For British Supply Made 
Here 


Some idea of the work being done 
by the imperial munitions board and 
of the volume and importance of 
Canada’s output of munitions and 
other war material may be gathered 
from a recent publication 
British war cabinet, giving a report 
of their activitics for the year 1917, 
This official publication states that: 


“Canada’s contribution during 
last year has been very striking. 
Fifteen per cent. of ihe total ex, 
penditure of the ministry of muni- 
tions in the last six months of the 
year was incurred in that country, 
She has manufactured nearly every 
pps of shell from the 18 pr,.to the 

“In the case of the 18 pr. no less 
than 55 per cent. of the output of 
shrapnel shells in the last six months 
came from- Canada, and most of 
these were complete rounds of am- 
munition which went direct to 
France. Canada also contributed 42 
per cent. of the total 4.5 inch shells, 
27 per cent. of the 6-inch, and 2U 
per cent, of the 8-inch, and 16 per 
cent, of the 9.2-inch. In addition, 
Canada has supplied shell forgings, 
ammunition components, propel- 
lants, acetone, T.N.T., aluminum, 
nickel, nickel matte, airplane parts, 
agricultural machinery and _ timber, 
besides quantities of railway mater- 
ials, including no less than 450 miles 
of rails torn up from Canadian rail- 
ways, which were shipped direct to 
France.” 

During the present year the call 
has been largely for 6-inch h.e. 
shells, and Canadian plants are re- 
sponding with an output which rep- 
resents over 40 per cent, of the 
British program for this sized shell,

Aerial Hospitals 


Air of High Altitudes Is Absolutely 
Free From Germs 


The possibility of aerial hospitals 
for the cure of tuberculosis and oth- 
er diseases is being discussed by 
British medical men acordineg to in- 
formation received from Dundee, 
Scotland. An article has been writ- 
ten by a physician on the feasibility 


of using air flights in the cure of 
disease. 

The physician-author calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the air of high 
altitudes is absolutely free from 
germs; that the atmosphere pres- 
sure gets progressively less as one 


ascends, This germ-free atmosplicre, 
he says, is just what the surgeon is 
constantly seeking at the cost of in- 
finite labor, expense, and care, and 
which he rarely attains on earth. The 
air therefore may be valuable to the 
surgeon, To the physician, says the 
author, it presents a possible cure 
for tuberculosis, As the air is ab- 
solutely free from germs a consump- 


tive cannot: reinfect himself by 
breathing it, and the diminishing 
pressure of the atmosphere may be 


of further assistance in treatment, 
since at ground level the lungs are 
never thoroughly emptied of air, and 
the “dead” air is left in their cayi 
ties is a factor in causing lung dis 
ease. “It is possible,” says the auth- 
or, “that freedom from germs, low- 
ered atmospheric pressure, and the 
complete sun-bath obtainable in the 
air may lead to the creation of acrial 
hospitals for specially selected early 
cases af consumption, Personally, I 
look forward confidently to the day 
when aerial hospitals will be an or- 
dinary equipment of every city,”

Ample Supply of 
Food Stocks in Canada 


Gratifying Report Issued by Cost of 
Living Branch 


The cost of living branch of the 
Labor department has issued the fol- 
lowing report: 

“Canada has ample stocks of pro- 

ducts in storage, with due economy 
of usc, to mect our own resonable 
requirements and still keep up, and 
perhaps increase, our unusually gra- 
tifying record in supplying the needs 
of the overseas fighting forces. 
_ “At this time when the allies are 
in extreme need of foodstuffs it is 
particularly vital to know what 
stocks Canada has in store. It is 
gratifying to find large stocks here 
if we also find that they are kept 
moving. The reports for May show 
that foods are being kept moving 
reasonably well, but that there is still 
toom for greater movement in view 
of the extraordinary demand at 
present in Europe. 4 


“Our stocks of butter are low and 
have decreased since April. Stocks 
of eggs are increasing, as it is right 
they should at this scason of the 
year when the new crop is coming 
in, The very low figures in egg 
holdings on April 1 indicates that 
the storages were entirely cleared of 
last year’s ‘stock. Cheese has also 
decreased markedly since last month, 
In this we see the results of the re- 
cent order of the Canada food board 
causing the sale of unnecessary ac- 
cumulations and stopping the holding 
of old stocks of produce over , the 
season of new production. 

“Our stocks of becf are larger 
than a year ago, but they are being 
moved rapidly, Our stocks of pork 
are not so large as a year ago, judg- 
ing by the records of the firms re- 
porting this May and a year ago, but 
they have increased” above last 
month. Mutton and lamb are in 
storage in less quantities than usual. 
Taking the meat situation as a whole 
we find there are large stocks, large 
movement and an opportunity for a 
still larger overseas shipment. 

“This export has been centralized 
in the hands of the allied provision 
export commission, and thereby our 
consumers as well as the allies are 
being saved still higher prices which 
would result from the old system .of 
competitive buying by a dozen dif- 


ferent. commissions bidding against 
each other, This commission has 
wired to us that up to the present 


they have been taking available sur- 
plus of pork products, beef, cheese 
and butter, and that they shall un- 
doubtedly require all that Canada 
rcan spare of these products, ‘They 
are being fully advised as to all pro- 
duce available for their purchase, so 
that the movement of stocks may be 
further facilitated. 

The amount of food commodities 
in storage May 1, 1918, were: Butter, 
1,182,211 pounds; cheese, 3,141,771 
pounds; eggs, 3,766,997 dozen; beef, 
(fresh and, pickled) 21,592,408 
pounds. pork (fresh and pickled) 27- 
235,400 pounds; bacon, ham and 
smoked meats, 13,279,961 pounds; 
mutton and lamb, 1,449,655 pounds; 
fish, all varieties, 15,534,328 pounds; 
fowl, all varieties, 1,640,150 pounds, 

“These figures cover only goods 
reported as held in storage. To esti- 
mate the quantity of any of such 
goods available from cold storage 
companies for consumption and ex- 
port, add about 10 por cent. to rep- 
resent goods in transit and certain 
compartively insignificant quantities 
unreported.”

Bravery of Officer Aided in Plans 
for Rescue

The high-pressure air was turned 
on; the clips of the conning tower 
were knocked off and the conning 
tower lid was soon wide open, Com- 
mander Goodhart then stood up in 
the dome, took a deep breath, and 
made his escape, but was blown by 
the pressure of air against part of 
the structure, and was killed by the 
force of the blow. 

The commanding officer, who in- 
tended to return inside the subma- 
rine after Commander Goodhart’s es-+ 
cape, was forced to the surface by 
the air pressure, and it was thus pos- 
sible to carry out the plans for res: 
cuing those in the submarine, 

Commander Goodhart displayed] 
extreme and. heroic daring, and 
thoroughly realized the forlorn na- 
ture of his act. His last remark to 
the commanding officer was: “If 
don’t get up, the tin cylinder will.”

No Limit on U.S. War Effort! Germany’s Poisoned 


President Wilson Characterizes Ger- 
man Peace Talk as Insincere 


Opening with a speech the Red 
Cross drive for a second $100,000,000 
war fund, President Wilson an- 
nounced the purpose of the United 
States to sect no limit on its cflorts 
to win the war. 


“IT have heard gentlemen recently 
say,” he said, “that we must get 
5,000,000 men ready, Why limit it to 
five million? I have asked of con- 
gress to name no limit, because con- 
gress intends, I am sure, as we a 
intend, that every ship that can carry 
men or supplies shall go laden upon 
every voyage with every man 
every supply she can carry.” 

The United States, the president 
declared, will not be diverted from 
its purpose of winning the war by 
insincere approaches on the subject 
of peace. 

“T can say with a clear con- 
scionce,” he said, “that I have tested 
those intentions and have found them 
insincere. I now recognize to have 
a free hand, particularly in the east, 
to carry out purposes of conquest 
and exploitation, Every proposal 
with regard to accommodation in 
the west involves 
regard to the east. I intend to stand 
by Russia as well as France. 


The statement brought the 
to its feet cheering. 

German rulers, the president 
clared, are mistaken if they. 
the United States will sacrifice any- 
body for its own sake, 

“If they wish peace, let them come 
forward and put their terms on the 
table. We have laid ours and they 
know what they are,” he said.

_ “Do Germans know that their pol- 
icy of ‘frightfulness’ has encoinpas- 
sed them with the hatred of — the 
world? If they do sew it, have 
they no searchings of heart, and why 
do they continue their course of lawe- 
ess” savagery?” People in allied 
countries naturally ask these ques- 
tions, An answer is furnished in 
that remarkable book, “The Iron 
Ration,” by George Abel Schreiner, 
who spent three y years in Ger- 
many as the correspondent of the 
\ ed Press. ‘The leaders of 
Germany, he says, knew that the 
Fatherland had not a friend except- 
ing its allics, and discussed the 
question frecly and openly, “A reg- 
ular epidemic of introspective  rea- 
soning swept over the country.” “Are 
we really as bad as they make us 
out to be?” a German general asked 
of Schreiner, The latter, a Boer, re- 
plied that the violation of Belgium 
and the sinking of the Lusitania had 
been mistakes, and that the Germans 
were reaping the harvest they sow- 
ed then. A similar question was put 
to Schreiner by General yon Falken- 
hayn, the former German chief of 
staff. “He, too, failed to understand 
why the entire world should have 
turned its thumb against the Ger- 
mans.” General von Elstermann and 
General von Delmansingen, who took 
part in the Roumanian operations, 
also inquired why the Germans were 
so cordially hated. Von Delman- 
singen’s comment is significant: 
“It seems that there is nothing we 
can do to make ourselves respected. 
1 am one of those Germans who 
would like to be loved. But that 
seems to be impossible. Very well! 
We will sce! We will see what the 
sword can do, When a race has 
come to be so thoroughly detested as 
we scem to be, there is nothing left 
but to make itself respected. I fear 
that in the future that must be our 
policy.” 

Mr. Schreiner says he believes that 
von Delmansingen spokggor the 
army without knowing it. 


What he 
said was the attitude of the vast ma- 
jority of officers and men. Baron 
Burian, the Austro-Hungarian  min- 
ister of foreign affairs, who is a Mag- 
yar, spoke freely of the world hatred 
for the central powers, but affected 
to treat it with contempt. “What dif- 
ference will it make in the end 
whether we are called barbariats 
not? Let them talk!” Dr. Zimmer- 
mann, then under-secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, admitted that the 
Lusitania affair was a bad _ blunder, 
but pleaded that it had not been the 
intention to torpedo the ship in a 
manner that would cause her imme- 
diate sinking, The hatred of Ger- 
many he described as a mania, “The 
world must haye someone on whom 
it can pick.” During the Boer war, 
he said, Great Britain was the vie- 
tim. During the Russo-Japanese gvac 
it was Russia. ‘Today it was Ger- 
many, and tomorrow it would be 
somebody else. 

Teutonic statesmen and soldiers 
apparently realize that they have sin- 
ned beyond forgiveness, but they 
have a belief, frankly revealed by 
General yon Delmansingen, that a 
inilitary victory will win them a re« 
spect founded upon fear—the only 
kind «f respect they can now hope 
for, This vicious mood demands the 
continued use of the atrocious and 
illegal methods which have  carned 
Germany the detestation of human- 
ity. But it is well that Germans feel 
the accumulated weight of the 
world’s indignation. Th@t&norale of 
the people cannot always resist the 
pressure of this enormous moral 
force, In the end the masses must 
demand a reckoning of the leaders 
who have brought this punishment 
on their heads,—YVoronto Globe,

Relatives in Canada who wish 
photographs are requested to write 


as -follows: 

#or Canadian graves in France the 
requests should be addressed to “The 
Director of Grave Registration and 
Enquiries, Winchester House, St. 
James’ Square, London, S.W.L, Eng- 
land.” 

For Canadian graves in the Brit- 
ish Isles the requests should be ad- 
dressed to “Director of Graves Reg- 
istration, Canadian Army Headquart- 
ers, Argyll House, Oxford street, 
London, England.” 

The authoritics wish it distinctly 
understood that only one photograph 
can ge furnished, and the applicant 
mus#@be the next of kin of the de- 
ceased soldier, It is estimated that 
it will take two months to obtain the 
photograph, dating from the time the 
request is received in London until 
the photograph is ready to send to 
Canada. - 

Many relatives have been writing 
to army chaplains asking them to 
obtain photographs. * This only en- 
tails delay, as the letters have to be 
sent on to the Graves Commission. 
All applicants are requested to note 
the addresses given above.

Farm Boys’ Camp 


Have Been Very Successful During 
the Last Two Years 


One of the outstanding features of 


agricultural education in Western 
Canada is the Farm Boys’ Camp, 
which will again be conducted in 
connection with the Saskatchewan 


Provincial Exnibition at Regina in 
July. These camps have been very 
successful during the last two years, 
and this year’s is intended to be on 
a larger scale than in previous years. 

The camp is somewhat similar to 
those conducted _in connection with 
the state fairs of the United States, 
with, s, this difference: The 
camp at gina will be conducted 
more along the lines of an educa- 
tional institution, being virtually a 
short course in agriculture and ani- 
mal husbandry for farm boys under 
the direction of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture, and is not to 
be looked upon as an outing and a 
reward for accomplishments on the 
farms. It is felt, however, that un- 
less boys have in some way qualified 
for a place in the camp, they will not 
fully appreciate its advantages, and 
hence will not receive the full bene- 
fit at the training, The associations 


have, therefore, been asked that in 
choosing their teams, preference be 
given to those boys who have won 


prizes in calf, colt or other competi- 
tions. 

Teams of five boys cach will be 
chosen to represent the various agri- 
cultural associations throughout the 
province, and it is expected that at 
least 500 boys will attend the camp 
this year,

Military Service Act, 1917. 


Mien 19 and 20 Years of Age. 
Harvest Leave. 
Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. : 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. Sarr a 


It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will ibe called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be inimnediately called to the colours. 

This i impression is quite incor yeasty No date has yet bebn fixed for calling 
upon such men to go report for duty, nor has the question been brought, before’ 
the Cabinet for decision. In viéw of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest ig 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumbent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. ' 


Harvest Leave. 


» Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur- 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
become available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. 


Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 


It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard- 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son e: ipable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas) ; brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not to be count ed, 
in determining the fact that the man is the ‘‘only’’ remaining son or Beaten 
(b) where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 


Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his applivation 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisional 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of.
